REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to a vehicle data bus system for connecting a plurality of 
bus users in data communication with one another. According to the claimed invention, there is 
provided a locating apparatus including a locating module connected to the data bus as one of the 
bus users, wherein the locating module comprising a locating computing unit and a locating 
sensor system comprising of a GPS receiver and a gyro-data-determining means. The locating 
module, according to the claimed invention, in addition to determine position data, direction of 
travel data and travel speed data, is also configured to determine altitude position data. The 
position data, the direction, the speed data, as well as the altitude position data determined by the 
locating module are outputted onto the data bus system to be shared by other bus users that are 
connected thereto. The aforementioned limitations and arrangement thereof are not taught in the 
prior art. In light of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be patentable 
over the prior art of record.
